olation, among mankind, than all ether wars of contend: ng 
nations put tore ther. 

To this F answer in the first place, that the charge as 
here stated is net true. Ft is not true that wars of religion 
have been more lrequont and more sangutuary than any oth 
ers. On the contrary, it may he proved in the clearest 
manncy, from the most authentic facts, that by far the grea- 
test number of wars, as welt as the longest, most extensive, 
and most destructive, have been owing to causes purely pow 
bitical, and those too sometimes of the most trivial nature. 
And i we can allow men to harass and destroy one another 
for a mere point of honer, or a few acres of land. why should 
we think it strange to see » them cefending, with the same 
heat and bitterness, what they conceive to be the most ese 
ee requisite to happiness both here and hereafter ? 

T must observe, that a ve ry large part of those animos« 
iiies, wars, and massacrees, which have been usually stiled 
religious, wd with the entire eui't of which Chr istianity hag 


been very unjustly lowced, nave veen altogether, or at least

>» ft should be remembered, that the wildest excesses of 
religious persecut ion, did not take place till the world was 
iii with ba wbarity, ignorance, bigotry, and superstition; 
tii military ideas predon nisased in every thing, in the form 
of government, In the temper of the laws, in the tenure of 
lan ds, in the administration of justice itself; and till the 
Seviptures were wei up ina foreig n tongue, il were there- 
Wi ‘unknown te the people. It was not therefore from the 

Gospel, but irom a total ynorance of the Gospel, from a‘to- 
tal perversion of its true temper, genius, and spirit, that 
these excesses and enormities arose. 

4. That this is the real truth of the case appears demon- 
strable frem this circumstance, that when after the refor- 
mation, the Scriptures were translated into the several ve- 
nacular languages of Lurope, and the real nature of Chirist- 
ian revelation bee came of course mere gencraily known, the 
violence of persecution began to abate; and as the sacred 
writings were more e studied, and their true sense better un- 
derstood, the baneful spirit of mtolerance lost ground every 
day, and the divine principle of Christian charity and be- 
nevolence has been contin: tally gaining fresh strength; till 
at length, at the present mo: nent, persecution by Christians 
on the score of religion only nas almost entirely vanished 
from the face of the earth: aid we may venture to indulge 
the hope, that wars of religion, sirictly so called, wil be 
heard of no more.
